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Professor Orthodox Anouymous may 
have recently packed his showman’s 
carpet bag and vanished over ether 
waves for the Sargossa Isle of forgot- 
ten men, but a more practical enter- 
tainer claiming kinship as General 
Orthodox Budget is stalking «across 
provincial boards and staging no tril- 
ling crisis in Alberta’s staid assembly 
chamber.

moreover looms as a sort of Niagara 
over which the government seems 
headed for a final desperate plunge. 

No truthful observer can deny the 
serious fact that the administration 
barrel appeags to be starting badly at 
the seams and won't stand a drop OV 
er the falls, 

Nor can any amount of party cau 
cus secrecy, and defensive 
lectures by Premier Aberhart conceal 
the fact that his leadership hangs by 
a strand, and even his former most 
ardent followers admit that only a 
swift and courageous change ol 
course can suve the government from 
disaster, The Aberhart budget by no 
stretch of the imagination can be 
termed any reflection of social credit 
A. L. Blue, government member fot 
Ribstone, who openly denounced in 
the house recently the premier’s lack 
of policy and proposed state jaunt to 
the coronation in London, again re- 
volted in the assembly chamber dur- 
ing the budget debate last week, de- 
claring he was flatly against the cab 
inet’s gigantic taxatio nplan before 
anything had been done to see if soc 
ial credit might be put into gear. He 
charged in effect that not an atom ot 
social credit could be found in this 
budget with a microscope, It may be 
said with unwonted assurance that 
more than 30 backbenchers in govern 
ment ranks agree heartily with Albert 
Lister Blue, fiery ex-Nebraskan. 

Intimation was given in a previous 
weekly summury that this “insurgent 
bloc was resolved to force the prem- 
ier and cabinet to bring down social 
credit legislation this session, ‘The 
group has by no meaus lessened _ its 
activities; rather has it incneased pres 
sure and perfected plans. Draft of a 
social credit bill incorporating Doug 
las theories was submitted to the cab 
inet and caucus early in the week, be 
fore the unexpected death of Lieut 
Primrose on 


enant Governor P, C, HH, 
Wednesday necessitated adjournment 
of the house until Tuesday, Mareh 24. 
and 4 virtual ultimatum issued to Mr 
Aberhart that the estimates would be 
blocked if insurgent demands were 
not met, Probably it is generally 
laown that the budget must be passed 
betore the beginning of a new fiscal 
yeur on April first. 

It will be sensed that the premie: 
was placed in a tight spot. No good 
purpose could be served by any fair 
observer attempting to suppress the 
fact that among the majority of his 
backbenchers Mr Aberbuart's prestige 
as a party leader has disintregated al- 
armingly in the last month or so. Ob 
viously his long sequestered career as 
a high school instructor, and the com- 
parative security of lecture platforms 
and pulpits offered inadequate train- 
ing for the sterner role of combative 
politics and with only a mere handful 
of half a dozen members facing him i 
opposition, defensive measures from 
government ranks has had to» come 
from private Members and two ol 
three suborinates in the cabinet. Now 
‘tis said that he has maintained no 
aggressive leadership in the party 
caucus, with outspoken criticism fas 
taking shape. 

Lest a mistaken impression be giv- 
en by these remarks your correspon 
ent hastens to add that no effort is be- 
ing made by the new “ginger group” 
in his party to oust Mr Aberhart as 
premier. Had there been any othe: 
man gunning for the leadership, or 
any private members casting envious 
eyes upon cabinet jobs the grand 
bust up would have come days ago.
